The quantity of eggs reaching the

markets 
is now 
showing a decrease, but as 
the re­ 
serve stocks in storage are heavy, 
the market shows a downward tend­ 
ency. 
Eggs at the present time are show­

percent in fatal and 652 percent in 
injury cases. 
In 1920 automobiles 
I were involved In 76 percent of all 
crossing 
accidents. 
During 
that 
year, 1,791 persons were killed and 
5,077 injured; of the latter number 
116 died subsequently from injuries 
sustained at railroad crossings with- 
in the United States. 
There are two ways to reduce or 
entirely stop such , accidents. 
The 
first in the public mind Is, elimina­ 
tion of the crossings. 
This is im- 
poi sible. There are 251,939 highway 
( crossings on Ciasi 1 railroads alone 
I (railroad; with revenue of over $1,-! 
000,000 
annually) 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Of this number 399 
were 
eliminated during 1919. At this same 
rate of elimination it will take 629 
years to dispose of these crossings 
If no more are added. All the men 
and money available would not be 
sufficient to remove the crossings In 
a life-time. 
Conservative estim ates of the av­ 
erage cost of elimination fixed the 
figures at approximately $50,000 per 
i crossing. 
This means $12,500,000,- 
000. 
It Is evident the Immediate ques­ 
tion must be met by a method other 
than the elimination of the 
cross­ 
ings, which latter work will unoubt- 
edly proceed as circumstances per­ 
mit. 
Apparently the solution 
of 
the 
problem can be found in education. 
This education should be joint upon 
the part of the railroads and 
the 
public. 
It is the duty of the rail- 
roadsroads to keep the crossings in 
good condition for travel; give reas­ 
onable notice of the existence 
of 
such crossings; and see to it that 
the railroad employes do their full 
duty in warning of the approach of 
trains. 
The railroads have 
learned 
the 
value of organised effort for safety, 
through the reduction of death» 
of 
employes on duty from 4,354 in 1907 
to 2,57$ in 1920, notwithstanding a 
larger force of employes in service 
during the 
latter 
year. 
Railroad 
employes as a whole have unques­ 
tionably attained a higher degree of 
care in the performance 
of their 
duties/ 
As education in and discussion of 
safety m atters are responsible 
for 
the gratifying results 
obtained 
In 
employe cases, it is logical to 
as­ 
sume that education of the traveling 
public to the exercise of a high de­ 
gree of care when approaching and 
passing over railroad crossings, will 
likewise have a good effect in reduc­ 
ing crossing accidents. 
While it is true the railroads have 
a direct interest in checking these 
oft-times most distressing accidents, 
yet in the first and last analysis it 
is the public itself which suffers the 
pain, the mutilation, and the passing 
to the Great Beyond, in addition to 
bearing the financial burden. 
The railroads feel warranted in ex­ 
pecting that right thinking people 
throughout our land will lend their 
actual and moral support to this hu­ 
mane and laudable campaign.

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To that end it asks the public generally, and those interest­ 
ed in radio activities particularly, to observe rigidly the follow­ 
ing advice, in order to eliminate the danger of death or serious 
injury and fire hazards _

NEVER pick up a wire lying on the ground or dangling from a pole. 
The wire might be “alive,” that is charged with electricity to a 
dangerous degree. 
Report fallen wires Immediately to the 
police department. 


NEVER climb a pole to which wires are attached. They might be in 
contact with high voltage wires and consequently extremely 
dangerous. 


NEVER string wireless aerials over or under any other wires. Should 
these two sets of wires come into contact with one another the 
aerials might become dangerously charged. 


NEVER attach radio aerials or anything else to poles carrying wires of 
any sort. Accidental contact with live wires may cause injury 
or death, or bring about fires. 


ALWAYS attach aerials to substantial supports, so located that if either 
the support or aerial wire breaks it cannot come into contact 
with other wires. 


REMEMBER that it is quite practical to operate a radio receiving set 
with an indoor aerial. 


The City Light & Traction Co. seeks especially the co-oper­ 
ation of parents in carrying out these safety suggestions. Read 
them to your children. 


Radio enthusiasts should remember that the overhead wire 
construction code of the Public Utilities Commissions requires 
the stringing of signal or communication wires, such as radio 
antennae are, to be BELOW and not above high voltage power 
wires. 


Purely in Interest of Public Safety The City Light and Traction 
Company is forced to forbid the attaching of any radio aerials to 
its poles and to insist that no radio antennae be strung above its 
power distribution wires.
